N E Y E A R AGO industrial activity, and business 
in general, was at the fever point. 


People were buying anything and everything 
thoughtlessly, carelessly and extravagantly. 


Manufacturers of all lines were having no diffi­ 
culty in disposing of their products. 
They had no 
Sales Problem. Their problems w ere those of Trans­ 
portation, Materials and Labor Shortage. 


Prices were Sky- Highing. 
People in general 
were not asking, “How Much? nor How' Good? 
but “How Soon?” 


Labor was scarce. Incompetent labor was at a 
premium. 
As a result the ranks ol the w orkers 
were swelled enormously by incompetents and inex­ 
perienced persons of all kinds. Labor, regardless of 
efficiency, found a ready market for its services. 


The more experienced and capable w orkers did 
not ¿land out prominently from their fellow w orkers. 
It was difficult, in the activity of the times, to distin­ 
guish the slacker from the conscientious w orker. 


Competition in manufacturing was entirely lack­ 
ing. T he manufacturer who had the goods, had a 
ready market. 


The characteristics of the period were: extrava­ 
gance, carelessness, indifference to the future.

greater use of hydrogen dirigibles ap- 
pareutly lias been established.

In reasonably large quantities makes 
the whole question of Its use In aero­ 
nautics nut ouly a commercial possibil­ 
ity, but a practical undertaking. The

Its present current the door may go 
within n foot or two of the fast shut 
point. 
A good deni wax written In the flr*t 
days of the Hurtling ndiiilnlatratlon 
concerning 
the 
open door 
policy. 
Seemingly everybody who cm me to 
Washington, and everybody wan a mtil 
tltude, bad received fin* Information 
that the White House doors were tp h* 
fastened hack. 
Of course, the open 
door poll«* of the White House con 
corna itself Inrgely with persons who 
want to nee the President on business, 
hut It also was Intended that within 
proper limitations the general pubMc 
would be received iia the ofliee hulJd 
Ing between certuIn hours. 
Every day In the week, except Sun 
day, for several weeks President Hard 
ing received multitude* of people he 
tween the noon hour and the luncheon 
hour. He hnd a clasp of the hand and 
a “Hind to see you" for many him 
dreds of people In Ihe course of a 
week. 
Within a few days it has been 
found out that 
this general public 
function has Interfered with the trans 
action of public business, and so the 
receptions have been 
restricted 
to 
three days In a week. 
It would he hard for a person at a 
distance to get a conception of the 
slse of the crowds of sightseers and 
hand-»h»ker* plus 
the office seekers 
who are now In this city in the glad 
April month. 
School* all over the 
country have sent delegations of pu- 
plls here to enjoy their spring holiday 
and to learn at first hand how things 
are done In the capital city. 
Kgg Rolling Was Grsat Sight. 
There never was n sight III the city 
of Washington of like kind as that 
before the eye in the White House 
grounds on egg rolling «lay. 
Children 
always have gone to the egg riffling 
fleet» In large numbers, hut Inasmui’h 
as the celebration has not been held 
for some years there was a renewed 
1 desire to take advantage of the first 
occ islen possible. 
It will be a month before flic Whlfe 
House gardeners su«‘ceed In getting all 
the egg shells disentangled from the 
grass of the great While House lawn. 
The children jsvere there literally hv 
the thousands and the «>gg* by the 
tens of thousands, because not a child 
appeared who did not have In his or 
her basket at least a dozen Paster 
eggs, colored with every hue of a sun 
favored springtide. 
No one was allowed In the White 
House grounds except the children and 
their parents or guardians or other 
attendant*. 
In other word*, no one 
could get Into Ihe grounds unless be 
had a child or two In tow. 
They tell on«* or two eurloua stories 
about the rule which forbids the on 
trance to the grounds of ndults unac 
com pa it led by children. 
Many »«lulls 
want to get in, but a-- they know the> 
cannot «1«» It mules* they have some 
children with them, they frequently 
pick tip a few litth* ones on the street 
and give them a dime or so to pass 
them In as their parents, although, of 
course, n<>t tolling the gat«1 tenders 
that such I* tb*‘ «’us«*. 
In fact, there 
are some children who stand about 
waiting f««r the opportunity to earn 
a little popcorn money In tlds way. 
She Picked Black Onee. 
Not long ago a near sighted New 
England school teacher picked up a 
cotipl« of children and walked toward 
the gnto with them. 
'Hie policeman 
guarding It, «aid, “Are these your 
children?" 
The school teacher Hushed a little, 
and snot. **Yes.” but n««t until she 
looked down later did '•lie realize that 
she had picked up two ebony ptckanln 
nie.s.
